Simplify and improve the Proceedings in the High 
Court of Chancery in Ireland. 



— The Words printed in Italics arc proposed to be inserted 
in the Committee.] 



W HEREAS it is expedient to lessen the Delay and Expense Preamble, 
of Proceedings in the High Court of Chancery in Ireland, 
and otherwise to improve the Procedure of the said Court : 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by mid 
5 with the A.dvicc and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in tliis present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, That in any Case in which an Application Ai3i)licatlou 
might be made to Her Majesty’s High Court of Chancery in Ireland Court^ 
by way of Bill and Answer, or Information and Answer, it shall be ofChanoery 
10 lawful for any Person who would have been entitled to file a Bill or
